Nor can it 
be edinitted, on your side, that you have the right, 
by c mbination or o herwise, to prevent others 
vorking rpon terms and conditions you hav:>-re- 
jected, if imey.desire to doro, The people of this 
country can pever be satisfied until the liberty of 
action isconceded toall. Sampson overthrew the 
tempico! the Pnilistires, butit is instrnctive,saysa 
wirirer,to remember what became of Sampson. T21e 
jnveiier «f the guilotine perishel by its biade. 
The Fre nch revolutionist: whoworked 1t most free: 
iy or others, ficaily paid tribute to it wirh their 
besds. Law will protect both capital and labor, 
a1 ad behind Statutelaw isthe great body of law 
which basexisted alithrough civilized Ife and 
shichisknown es common Jaw. Each sta’e in 
the crown ofthe union inherits this system of 
lew ard its courts enforce it. “Students of politi- 
caleconomy are uuaiversaliy agreed that the right 
ofthe workinementocombine cannot be ques- 
tioned,’’ tars Gladden,and acids: “Combinations 
ou boikh sides are so strong thatthey ought to be 
able to do each otner and the whole 
count!ry &@ great deal of damage and paralyz2 the 
industries of the nation and waste a good part of

It is # great mistake tathink that all classes are 
he stile totbe laboringciass. National prosperity 
is net promoted by having in our midsta degraded 
class of Jabovers. How can manufacturing and 
mercantile classes be benefitted by redacing the 
laborcr te the verge of starvation? The laboring 
m2n rents apd buys a hous, 
chxuses food and cicthing, and money with this 
eas cris roney to those from whom they pur- 
chese and a better condition oi the workisgmen, 
the greater purchasing power, the better, there- 
fore the s ate of the Jaborer. the baiter the state 

fihe whole community. We are a:] interested 
in 1} e lat orer getting property and beco ning anx- 
icus for astable government. so that his aid can 
be requirec in building up his tellowmen, and 
notin pulling them down, and your organiz 
ticn,. whose aims claim tobe the maintenance of 
crcer and the enforcement of good laws, should 
lave bo syrmpetby with those whose aim is to 
breek cCown and destroy thote laws. The 
employer will perer be allowed to press the 
condition of employment and exact service on 
iis own terms—to say, ‘I will give asum and you 
shall takeit:’’ nor will the laborer be permitted to 
diciate his own terms of service—to say: ‘I will 
work for a certain sum and you shall eniploy me.”

An issue 
between them whieh cannot be aijusted peaces- 
bly becomes an electric sword and paralyzes 
and traneffixes both. It is wise 
to find remedies for existing troubles. 
The divine law,‘Six Gays shalt thou labor and 
do all that thou hast to do”’ makes the seventh 
dsy one of rest. Tne governor of the great om- 
pire ttate stated that he would be wiiliug to try 
ibe experiment of “five day. shalt thou labor,” 
making Saturday a bolidsy for a!) working classes, 
ond gives good reasons therefor, in the over- 
crowded cities of the country. A candidate for 
governor of Pennsylvania would place a wage- 
earner on a deed level of legal equalily with the 
wage-pevyer, at every stage and in every particular 
of ihe several transsections between them Tae 
cemard mustregulate supply in all things,and I see 
troubic only where latter execeds former.

He then went on to advocate the cause of 
labor, and declared it to be the daty of 
every knight to assist nm creating a healthy 
public opinien on the subject. 

In the conclusion of his speech Mr, Pow 
derly said that some of the members of visit- 
ing delegations who were of a darker hue 
than their.brothers could not find a place in 
sume of the hotels. This was in accordance 
with what had Ieng been a custom and an 
ela custom, and prejudices do not readily 
venish. There had been particular meation 
made of one instance, where a delegation num: 
beriog sixty members had only one colored 
member among them. He was refused ad* 
mission to the hetel where they intended to 
gv, and the delegation standing by the prin- 
ciples of the order, which recognizes no dia- 
tinction of creed, nationality or color, went 
with their colored brother. Tat, he eaid, 
was why he made the selection of that brother 
to int:oduce himto them, so that it might go 
forth that they practiced what they preached 

At the close of his address, Mr. Powderly 
requested thai ali those presene who were not 
celegates should retire, and thanked them for 
having come to the opening session. 

Mr.. Bennett, of the Richmond district, 
moved a vite of thanks to Governor Lee, and 
after this was heartily and unanimonsly given, 
it wes followed by a burst of rousing cheers fur 
Virgivia’s governor. 

Ail but the delegates then left the hall, and 
the convention cettled down to practieal work 
together, and in which they bid fair to bs en- 


paged for the next two weeks or more. 


In secret session the only business done was 
the appointment of a committee on minor cre- 
dentiais., 

Adjournment was then taken to nine o'clock 
tomorrow merning. 

The committee on credentials of delegates 
wili probably work tillearly morning. Con- 
tests are not numerous, the principal being 
that of the Brooklyn Montauk Protective ai- 
sociation, which claims to be entitled to a 

harter for its local assemblies, separate from 
district 49. A delegation of the Canmakers 
union, Daltimore, with a brass band marched 
to the governor's residence and 
serenaded him, then to Ford's hotel to 
serenade Mr. Powderly. Both tho goveraor 


and Mr. Powderly were absant. The goveruor 


occupied a box in the Richmond theater to- 
night, with Mrs. Lee, Miss Winnie Davis, 
daughter of Jeffergon Davis, and other friends. 
Mr. Powderly, with Messrs. Hayes and Bailey, 
of the executive committee, and other kuights, 
ext in an opposite box. The audience cheered 
Mr. Powderly and his party when they enter- 
ed. Cheers also greeted the entrance of the 
governor and Miss Davis. : 


THE CAPTIVE APACHES. 


Dissatisfaction Over the Terms of Tieir Sur- 
render. 


WASHINGTON, October 4.—It is stated . offic- 
ially at the war department that nothing has 
been determined upon in 1egard to the sur: 
render of Geronimo, and that the department 
is etill lacking information upon which to 
bare any action. General Miles’s want 
of frankness in vowing at the 
outset that he had granted i Ilib- 
eral terms to the captives is severely 
criticized. Itis now understood tha} the in- 
structiona given to General Crook not to ac- 
cept the surrender of the Apacites unless they 
cawe in without condition, were transmitted 
to General Miles for his information and 
guidance. Thete instructions were inspired oy 
the Gesire of the president to undertake a new 
policy of dealing with the renezade Indian 
marauders, which policy contemplated their 
trial by the civil courts and their promp? pua- 
ishment for the crimes they had committed. A 
requisition, it ie understood, bas already been 
made by the governor of Arizona upon tue 
governor of Texas for the surrender of Ce- 
rouimo for trial, but under the 
terme of thesurrender, the president cannot 
permit the chief to be surrendered to either 
governor. General Miles bas defenders among 
the anthorities as well as critics, and 16 15 
urged in justification of his course that if 1s 
better to have possession of the Indians, even 
if the opportunity of maxing an example of 
them to deter others from following their 
footsteps. MAA BA

When the crowd had ceased shouting, 
Kaulbars, declared that the czar would refuse, 
unless the election were postponed, to receg-.

cessor to Prince Alexander,

They shouted at Kaulbars: “We don’t care! 
We will etone whoever violates the constitu, 
tion.’ 

Kaulbars’s patience finally became exhansb- — 
ed, aud, in a menacing tone, he threw the re- 
sponsibility for refusing to listen to Rastia’s 
advice on the country. 

“The Bulgarians as a nation,” he said, “de 
not desire a constitution; only a few men in 
the country want one.” 

The shouting here beconie most violent, and 
Kaulbars was compelled to withdraw from the 
tribune.

On one side 
of the pit was erected a wa!l of pine jogy so high 
that a wolf couid notclimb overit. Between this 
and the pit was left a narrow space on 
which the bait. usually a bnill or an old 
cow freshly killed for the purpose, was laid and 
secured The tp oj the pit was covered with a 
thin layer of brush end piues raw and thea a pen 
twoor three tect high was coustructed of piae 
poles around the rem: i: ing three sides of the: it, 
This was done to keep: ff tne hogs and to make 
the wofenier withajump. The wo ves on scaur- 
ing the bait would spring over the iow walis, and 
OuwD they would go through the straw to the bot- 
tom, there to s'ay and gnah their teeth in despair, 
Whenever they were found in ithe pitsthe neizh- 
bers were summoned tv enjoythe fun of a wo'f 
banging. The ro»vbers were lassoed, drawn ont 
aio then taken far from the pit and exeeu ed 
Why 1notrhoot the r-seais on the spot? Because 
they have remarkably keen scent aud keener 
insiinct of danger,aud the smvil of gunpowder 
wuld prevent avy others fram coming about the 
pit. Some of the pits were circular, called ‘moon 
pits.’ The excavation was made around a knoll 
left in the center, on which the bai: was fastened. 
All around toe circle alow pen was made, and 
the pit covered over with Hight sticks and straw. 
Some were ‘half moon pits’—a high wall of logs 
being Constructed on the straignt side and the low 
wall around the semi-circle. The bait was p.aced 
ob @ narnow strip of ground lefi between the 
straight side or diameter of the pit and the high 
well. Jt wes not uncommon to find inthe pit 
wolves, foxes, raccoons, Opeossums and buzzirds 
‘lu ove red buriai blent.’

“The Demon of Yank.” 

A protest from the past possesses a curious 
interest, butit has about as much positive 
force as an echo. Such a protest is male by 
Mr. James Wood Davidson in a recent article 
in the Columbia Register. 


Mr. Davidson views with a'arm the prog- 


ress made by ‘‘The Demon of Yank.’’ He 
holds that southern civilization is superior 
to northern civilization, that it is higher, 
broader and better. He believes, too, that 
our old system of education was better than 
the northern system. Gradually the south 
has adopted new ideas, pew systems, new 
isms. Mr. Davidson says that all our great- 
ness came from our old systems. In giving 
them up and yielding to ‘“‘the Demon of 
Yank,’’ we are in danger of “‘piddling”’ and 
‘going to the dogsas the Yankces are going.’’ 
He is willing to have a young south, but no 
new south, no Yankeeized south, (ar 
greatest dlanger is in the new education. It 
is bringing upoi us woman’s rights, man- 
hood suffrage, labor movements and other 
movements. All the new ideas emanate 
from ‘‘ihe Demon of Yank.’’ They are 
false and dangerous, :nd we must be on our 
guard. 

Mr. Davidson is not a'one in this pessi- 
mistic view. Men who bave Jost their grip, 
who leg behind the age, will agree with 
him, but the world will not listen to them. 
There is no ‘‘Demon of Yank.’’ He is sim- 
ply amyth. The spirit of progress is abroad 
in the Jand, and the young south as well as 
the young north is rushing ahead. Our old 
systems were good for their day and gener- 
ation, bnt each age has its own styles of 
education, and the man of today cannot be 
persuaded to imitate the man of yesterday 
in all things. We are pushing on to tomor- 
row. It is not fair to call progress “‘the 
Demon of Yank.’’? The law of development 
is not sectional or even national. It governs 
all mankind, and we must work out our des- 
tiny under it.

<a those in Atlanta given satisfactory re- 

Too much cannot be said in favor of loan 
and building associations. They deserve to 
rank beside the best savings banks, and in 
some respects are more to be valued by the 
poor. The money which is loaned by an as- 
sociation is always secured by real estate, 
and a margin of atleast thirty three per 
cent is required. As the money is paid back 
in monthly installments, the risk taken by 
the association steadily decreases. Therefore, 
the loss of money loaned, is the rarest thing 
in the world and the investment is safe. The 
man who borrows and builds, has the use of 
his house tor about what his rent would 
otherwise be, and, at the expiration of a few 
years, owns a home. 

The profit to the man who doe3 not borrow 
is much greater than onordinary invest- 
ments. One of the Atlanta associations, 
which is just winding up a series, shows the 
average. The series has been running for 
seventy-five months. That is, each share 
has cost a dollar a month for six years and 
three months. For the seventy-five dollars 
paid in, thestockholder, who did not borrow, 
will draw ont one hundred and twenty dol- 
Jars, or forty-five dollars per share more 
than he paidin. To illustrate: The man 
who paid in forty dollars per month for the 
seventy-five months, will draw out $4,800 in 
in clean, clear cash—$1,800 more than he 
paidin. Several hundred families will soon 
find themselres in possession of homes paid 
for through the association, which is just 
winding up a ‘‘series.”’ - Building and loan 
associations have made Philadelphia a city 
of homes, and they will do as much for any 
other place. 

In Atlanta the associations generally 
“‘wind up’’ in six years or six and a half, 
They bave been extremely successful here, 
and have given entire satisfaction to both 
classes of stockholders—those who borrow 
and thore who do not.

“How rretty Marie Le Dent Was Murdered 


by Her Two Lovers.

_ of the most extraordinary murders of the centary. 


La@aspring the body of a young girl of fifwen 
De Mario Le Dent, residing with her parents 
at Riviere los Arras, was found in a field inthe 
neighborbood stabbed in the heart, and with the 
carotide artery: severed. A judicial investigation 
showed that neither robbery nor lust had been the 
motive of the crime. At length suspicion fell on 
two precocious lads, cousins, named Muchambled 
be one, Henri, aged sixteen; tse other, Clement,

handed the magistrate a sort of memoir, entitled 
‘‘Dreme Horrible," written some weeks before the

ders, Inthisstrange memoir Henri Muchambled 

#alled ‘Great Serpent’”’ and Clement *F leet 
ae THE TRAGEDY. 

‘The horrible tragedy commenced thus: “We had 
arrived at the ége of sixteen like young men 
brought up in luxury and idleness. We had vege- 
tated in the world, meeting with only trouble and 
torment, Weé were scarcely fifteen years old when 
we already loveda woman with all her reduc. ions. 
We loved her with pnssion, to such a poiat that if 
separated from her we should have died of grief 
and despair.” The sequel of the story is that 
“Great Serrent’’ ard ‘‘Ficet Deer’’ résolved to mur- 
derthe young girl, who {s the heroirie and said to 
be in love with “Great Yerpent.” Sho had caused 
the two friends to be jealous of each other. The 
two cousins thought first of hanging Marie Le 
Dent. They had bought a new rope for the purpose 
But they then chavged their minds and borrowed 
@ revolver to blow Marie's brains out with. Finally 
they decided to be more romantic and more savage 
and toaccor p 3 the crime with knives. They had 
bought at the fair at Arras two large knives. They 
hed leather sheaths made for them. and for ten 
days before the commission ofthe cri me they wore 
these knivesin belts, “proud,” they wrote, ‘“‘to 
fee] ourfelves armed.” At dusk on May 21 “Great 
Serpent” and “Fleet Deer” overtook Marie Le 
Dent just as she was passing through the woods on 
her way home to her parents’ farm. ‘'Flect Deer” 
threw himself upon the young girl, put his knee 
upon her chest and stabbed her seventeen times. 
“Great Serpent’? meanwhile was watching to givo 
the slarm in case of any passerby. The body of 
the poor child was discovered nextevening bathed 
in biood, the throat gaping Open and the head 
nearly severed from the body. Such was the deed 
in a) its brutality, thus car:yirg out the crime en- 
tirely as treced out in the “‘Drame Horrible.” But 
here the reality ended. Insteak of taking their 
own lives after haying left the unfortunate Marie 
a prey to the worms and auts, as described in their 
story, they went home, and would bave preserved 
their secret had not the vigilance of the police led 
to their arrest. They were sentenced to fifteen 
years’ hard labor and their parents to pay 4,000f. 
to poor Marie’s father.

A 
128 mey herp upon some one doctrine or duty, 
election, baptism, faith, temperance, works, uutil 
he gives iteuch uodue prominence that it over- 
shadows other doctrines and duties equally {m- 
portant, and so mars and disfigures the beautifal 
symmetry of the truth. It is weil to note thatthe 
spiritual taste and fidelity of the church respect- 
ing the preaching of the pure word are eudangered 
in this age by the fact that it pro 
duces so many  ecrentric preachers— 
men who go flaming. flashio and 
tiering athwart the religious firmament like some 
ney comet, followed by the gaze of every eye, 
ano the applause of enthusiastic crowds, Under 
such circumstances many church members are apt 
toexclaim: ‘O, if we ouly had a coniet! or at any 
rate, agcod sized meteor!’ But remember, the 
meteor blazes but a moment, and is seen no more;

We 
shallpot harp upon them nor seek to give them a 
more conspicuous place than they hold in the 
tcriptures; nor shall we urge them in any partisan 
Spint, but we shall teach and administer them 
accoiding to our conscientious convictions of sol- 
emn obligation. For we can not forget that their 
Scriptural administration is an essential element 
in the constitution of the church. The Young 
Men’s Christian essociation may be made “ of 
‘faithful men” who “preach the pure word of 
God,’’ but they are not a church, simply because 
they do not administer Christ's ordinances. 

Finally, let us remember that we are not merely 
tobe candlesticks, holding up the Lord’s light, 
but golden candlesticks, alloyed with no jbase 
metal. Let us be puie in heart, upright ino life. 
ard cc yvoted—body, soul, and spirit, to the glory of 
God and the welfare of man.

Burrows supposed he had a dead sure thing of 
election, and aftertwo or three speeches in his 
own district went to those parts of the state where 
he thought the democrats were more formidable. 
He] spoke everywhere but in his own district, pro-

old party’s” service without regard to his own 
personal ambition; he said thattne people of his 
district would need no exhortation to keepthem 
true to the republican party,and that they would 
bury his opponent so deep that he would never 
be resurrected, 


On the day of the election this generous apostie 
of republicanism was away across the sta’e from 
his own district. He wasthe picture of compia- 
cent self-confidence, That nighthe did conde- 
scend to telegraph to a friend at his home, as fol- 
lows:

SOME OLD HISTORY. 


About the Old Settlers of Jeffersou County, 
Tennessee. 


DANDRIDGE, Tenn., October 4 —[Special.]— 
Colonel Joseph Hamilton, Sr, was the first 
county court clerk for Jefferson county, Ten: 
nesse. He was appointed July 23, 1792, serv~ 
ed fora number of years, and then his son, 
Colonel Joseph Hamilton, Jr., was elected aud 
terved twenty-cight years. ('aptain James 
Faller was elected and served eight years, 
succeeced by Captain James M. Nicho'son. He 
bad served aS county surveyor for twenty 
years, and was then elected county clerk, 
and held that office for thirty-four years, thus 
serving the county fifty four years. He died 
August last in his eighty-sixth year. His 
euccessor, William Hill, was elected on Thurs- 
day, aud Captain Nicholson died on Saturday 
following. . 

The first sheriff for Jefferson county was 
Coionel Robert McFarland, commissioned 234 
July, 1792. Hewasthe grandfather of the 
late supreme judge of Tennessee, Robert Mc- 
Farland. The second sheriff, General James 
Bradford, served twenty eight years. 

The first fine collected in Jefferson county 
wasin 1792 by Esquire Andrew Henderson, 
for profane swearing; twelve shillings, paid 
over in the county treasury. 

The first mariiage livease was issuel to 
Andrew Bryan, with James Hill security, 
July 25, 1792. 

The fisst lawyers «at tho first court were 
William Cocke, Alexander Outlaw, Lake 
Bowyers, Archibald Roan and Hopkins Lacy. 

The first man that was surrendered was by 
Sbadrick Inman, who gave up Reuben Roach 
to the sheriff. 

They were allowed to sell brandy at eight 
pence for balf pint; whisky for half pin; six 
p-nce,

On the 30th dav of July ‘ast, the soul of 
Judge H. KR, McCay was called te the land be.

On the ¢ay following his death there wa: a 
meetirg of the members of the bar held in the 
district court room, anda number of anpro- 
priate rema>ks made, expressing sincere ad- 
miration of his life and ‘services, and deep 
sorrow at his departure, A committee was 
appointed to prepare & memorial, to be pre- 
sented to the court on the first day of the 
tem. Yestercay being the appointed day, 
the district court was opened at ten o'clock, 
Judge W, T. Newman presiding. Ex-Judge 
John Erskine was invited to a seat by the

hororabie tradesmar of the town, and his son 
aided himin bis labers.

In 1342 
be married diiss Catharine Hanson, of Lexine- 
ton. There were no chi dren the issue of this 
marriage, but, with that tender devotion for little 
children which characterized Judge McCay, he 
adopted, while infants, two lovely twin sisters, 
ano while there loved ones preceded him to the 
spirit land, they lett bebind a son and seven bright 
and beautiful daughters to cheer and comfort as 
the closing sears brought trouble and sickness. In 
1*42 Judge McCay muved to Americus, Sumter 
county, Georgia. and began the practice of law 
with George M. Dudley. He was succersful from 
the very first, and at the beginning of the war had 


bisth a porthcrn map, and in conviction an earn- 
est lover of the union, he enlisi+d in one of the 
first companies that went to Virginia, and for 
three years served with courage end fidelity. He 
wasin many of the battles of the great leader, 
Stonewall Jackscn, and to recall the scenes con- 
nected with that ingens | period was one of the 
judge’s mcst constant and delightful occupations. 

ring the close of the war Judge McUay was 
called to Georgia and made a brigadier-general of 
the troops organized by Governor Browa to resist 
Bhermens invasion of the state. After the war 
Judge McCay resumed the practice of the law in 
connection with ‘nudge Willis A. Hawkins, of 
Americus. The tirm toon acquired a state reputa 
tion and its business was large and lucrative. 
Juége McCay at this tl took an active interest 
in political questions, And infinuenced, doubtless 
by his union sentiment, united with the repub- 
lican party aud warmly advocated the. recon- 
struction Measures proposed by congress. But he 
was to well gnown and esteemed in Sumter 
eccunty, where he had resided for twenty-five 
veart. that neither fri nd or foe ever doubted the 
sincerity of hisconvictionsor the unselfish honesty 
of his purposes He waselected totne legislature 
in 1867, and by hi- ree rd showed that he 
was true and faithful to the welfare of his 
edopted state. He was one of the mosi active and 
influential members cf the constitutional coaven- 
tion of 1668, and to his legal acumen and patri- 
otic labor we are iargely indebted for many of the 
excellent features of that fundamental law which 
#vccessfolly restrained the cupidity of legislature: 
and guided the ship of state throueh the troubied 
seas of that stormy period We owe a debt of 
gratitude to Judge McCay for the constitution of 
1868. is conspicuous legal  abiities in- 
duced Governor Bullock to appoint him to the su- 
preme bench of the st«te in 1869 His judicial 
career as a member of the higb tribuuval forms the 
brightest part ot bis public services The delicate 
relations between the southern states and the gen 
eral government, the coustruction and interprets 
tion of new lews incident to the rights of the ne- 
gio under the changed condition of our civil af- 
fairs, required in our judges not only great 
legal Knowledge, but wisdom, prudence and con- 
servatism. Judge McCay’s conduct duriug ctbis 
crucial period won the uustinted adaiiratioa of 
the bar. In his decisions generally. while he 
dots pot equal the brilliant end ferveut eloque ice 
of Lumpkin, the ponderous force of Warner, o7 
the deep philosophy of Bleckley, in clearnass, 
conciseness Correctness and acate compreheasion 
end diecriminaiion he stands tacile princeps of 
the jucges who have adorned the bench of the 
supreme court. Before the conclusion of his term 
he retigned his teat and resumed the practice of 
law ip Atianta wi'b Judge R P. Trippe, and after 
ward with Colonel B F. Abbott. He was engaged 
in a lucrative practice when he was again calied 
tothe bench.
